In a case like this, the walr us in some 
way has to be cut oft' fr om his compan­ 
ions. 
But often the hor ses, as the wal­ 
r uses ar c also called, ar e met with inde- 
tatched families, and tho peculiar song 
— half a cow’s moo, half a mastiti s bay 
— dir ects the Eskimo to his pr ey. 
“ The chase is a long one; once tho 
sea-hor se is sighted, the advance can 
be made only while lie is under water . 
Each time ho comes up to br eathe his 
pur suer stoops down to hide. 
At last 
the hunter gets near enough to str ike 
him as lie r ises at the side of the Hoc. 
The phlegmatic har pooner then 
be­ 
comes excited. 
His coil of walr us 
hide, a well-tr immed 
line of 
many 
fathoms length, lies at his feet. 
Ho 
ties one end to an ir on bar b, and this 
ho fastens loosely by a socket to a shaft 
of hor n ; the other end is alr eady loose. 
He gr asps tho har poon; tho water ed­ 
dies and whir ls; putting and panting, 
up comes the unw ieldy sea-hor se. 
The 
Eskimo r ises slowly, his r ight ar m 
thr own back, his left 
hanging close 
to liis side. 
The walr us looks about 
him and thr ows tho water oft'ids cr est; 
the Eskimo launches tjio fatal weapon, 
and it sinks deep into the animal’s side. 
“ Down goes the wounded awak, but 
the Eskimo is alr eady speeding with 
winged feet fr om tho scenes of combat, 
letting his 
coil r un out 
fr eely, 
but 
clutching the final loop with a desper ­ 
ate 
gr ip. 
As 
ho r uns, 
lie 
siezes 
a small stick of bone r oughly pointed 
with ir on, and by a swift, str ong move­ 
ment thr ust it into the ice, twists the 
line ar ound it and pr epar es for 
a str ug­ 
gle. 
The wounded 
walr us 
plunges 
desper ately, aud chur ns 
the ice-pool 
into foam. 
Meantime the line is hauled 
tight at one moment, and loosened the 
next. 
For the hunter has kept his sta­ 
tion. 
But the ico cr ushes, and a couple 
of walr uses r ear 
up thr ough 
it not 
many yar ds fr om wher e he stands. 
One of them, a male, is excited, angr y, 
par tly alar med; the other , a'female, 
looks ealm, but bent 011 r evenge.

Except the dealer s who keep stalls 
on Chepe (a gr eat open mar ket-place in 
the old days;, the city men of the mid­ 
dle ages lived at their places of busi­ 
ness. 
We can get a fair idea fr om 
“ Fitz Alwyne’s Assize” (the fir st met­ 
r opolitan 
building 
act pr omulgated 
1 1 0 1, by the fir st Lor d Mayor of Lon­ 
don) of what an or dinar y master ar ti­ 
ficer ’s house was like in the thir teenth 
and 
four teenth 
centur ies. 
It 
was 
neither ver y lar ge nor 
ver y commo­ 
dious. 
The par ty walls wer e of stone, 
thr ee feet thick and sixteen feet high. 
Fr om them the r oof, made of tiles, or 
in old houses of thatch, 
r an up to a 
point for ming a gable towar d the str eet. 
The r ain, r unning down the slant of 
tho r oof into a gutter made along the 
top of the wall, was dischar ged fr om a 
pr ojecting spout into the kennel, unless 
the head of the passer -by happened to 
inter cept the str eam. 
The fr ont and 
back wer e filled with timber and plas­ 
ter . 
Joist at a height of eight feet 
fr om the gr ound suppor ted the floor of 
the upper and the ceiling of the lower 
stor y. 
The “ solar ,” as the fir st floor 
was called, was pr obably enter ed, like 
a moder n hayloft, by a ladder thr ough 
a hole in the floor . 
The gr ound floor 
w as used as one r oom, or divided into 
sever al, 
accor ding to the size of the 
house and the needs of its inhabitants. 
Glass was scar cely known in dwelling 
houses at the commencement of this 
per iod, and the windows wer e simply 
holes guar ded by ir on bar s and closed 
at night by shutter s. 
But befor e the 
end of Edwar d I l l ’s r eign glass win­ 
dows of lattice wor k wer e common. 
Chimneys likewise wer e a r efinement 
which Londoner s did not adopt till 
about the four teeth centur y. 
A mov­ 
able stall, jutting out into the str eet, 
for med an annex to the fr ont gr ound- 
floor r oom, and pr ovided a shop win­ 
dow', behind which the master and his 
appr entice could wor k at their cr aft 
and keep watch over their w ar es at the 
same time. A cellar , r eadied by steps 
fr om the out-ide, existed under most of 
tho houses. 
Heeds on the 
floor and 
whitewash 011 tho walls wer e usually 
the only inter nal decor ations of what to 
our moder n notions must have been an 
extr emely squalid, comfor tless abode— 
a mer e hut.— The Quarterly M agazine

rare, 
and 
bolong to 
the 
genus cephaloptera vam pyrus (thu vam- 
pyre of the 
ocean? 
commonly 
called 
devil fish, 
in appearance they resemble a 
gigantic vam pire but 
Tho devil fish cap­ 
tured 
fifteen feet in width from tip t > tip 
of groat pectoral fins ur wings, and fourteen 
feet in Jongth from nose to tip of tail, which 
is arm ed with two serrated spines. 
Tho 
wing-like processes or horns extending irom 
the side of thu truncated head aro two feet 
ton inches. 
The creature weighs about four 
tons. 
In the evening another one of the 
school was harpooned, 
but succeeded in 
escaping to sea.
